baue wa2des,neither ſafficient,no pet apte 
enough to declare t expꝛeſle the ſame: that 
is to lape, the termes and pꝛoper names of 
arte: as Genus, differentia, ſpecies, adiun- 
tta, exordium, enarratio, genus didaſcali- 
cum , paræneticum. &c. not withſtanding 
this great difficultie whiche might altoges 
ther ſeenze to haue bene ſufficient to diſſwa» 
de, binder, and diſcourage mee, to haue tae 
ken this little harde, and pzofitable woozke 
in hande: pet the examples oł other wple # 
learned men (who befoze me haue bzought 
into our tongue the artes of Grammer, Lo⸗ 
gike, Rhetozicke, Arithmeticke, Aſtrono- 
mie, Geographie. ec. did not a little encou⸗ 
rage and bolden mee hereunto: ſo that A 
thought if other graue, wpſe, and learnen 
men,befoze me, both Romapnes, Italians, 
Germaines, Frenchemen, and Engliſtank, 
baue thought good ſop the aduaunte ment of 
Philoſophie, and humaine knowledge, to 
bing into their mother tongue thoſe and o⸗ 
ther like artes firſte mitten in the Greeke 
tongue, though they could not always linde 
out proper moꝛdes euerp one iu their amue 
tongue to declare $ pzoper termes of arte. 
I wich muche moze bouldnes might — in

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hand to interpꝛete this little arte of Chyte 
ſtian Rhetonicke , eſpecially ſeing tbat the 
ſame doth ſo far re palle the arte of Rbetos 
ricke,as þ holp woꝛde of God doth exceede 
the knowledge of all manner of humaine 
pbiloſophte.F o2 that arte doth teache thee, 
cunningiy to handle,# eloquently to ſpeake 
of wo2ldlp thinges,and of mens matters: 
that either in pꝛaple, o2 diſpꝛapſe, either in 
de lending and pꝛouing, oz els in repꝛouing, 
impugning, diſcdmending, and diſalowing, 
whe rot we baue examples in Demolthencs, 
and Cteſiphon, among the Sreetians: in 
M. T. Cicero, and Mar. Antonius among 
the Nom ines, and in divers other Dza⸗ 
urs, whofloziſhed in their time. But this 
doth inſtructe and teacbe thee, the true devt- 
Kon of the ſcriptures, howe they haue bene 
diuerſiy of diuers godlpe wzyters diuided:

¶ Thefrſt deuiſion. 


T be molt common deuiſion of the Scrip- 
ture is this, whereas it is deuſded into 

the old and newe being 
lopned togecher,are _ m_ 
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by a certaine figure called Antonomaſia) 
named the Bible, which alſo is therefoze 
ſometimes called au Inſtrumente, betauſe 
that by it, as by an Inſtrument, oz readye 
meane, the holy will and wooꝛde of God is 
bzoughte and declared bntovs, Rowe 
the Epithetes, 02 names of old and newe, 
are taken from the cyʒcumſtãces of tymes. 
Foꝛ it is called the old Teſtament, becauſe 
in reſpecte oł the tyme it was the firſt. A. 
gaine it is called the newe, foz that accoꝛ · 
ding to the time, it was the laſt, But if a⸗ 
ny man ſhould thincke this difference to be 
taken from the diuerſitye of cauenauntes, 
it were no great matter:pet the firſt reaſon 
is trewer and fitter fo: this place, Not⸗ 
wythſtanding they which call the olde and 
the ncwe Teſtamente, by the name of 
bookes, do vſe the wozd Teſtament contra» 
ry tothe common ble.

tapning flue bookes. The ſecond parte is 
called of them Rheſconim Nebiim, that is 
to ſaye, the fozmer Pꝛophetes, and this 
part hath foure bookes, to witte, the booke 
of Joſua, the booke of Judges, the booke of 
Samuelland the bookcs ofthe kinges. 
The thirde parte is, Acharonim Nebijm, 
that is to ſape,of the latter Pzophetes,and 
it doth compzehende foure bookes, Eſape, 
Jeremye , Cxechiell, and the booke of the 
twelue Pzophetes, which they call the leſ- 
ſer, as are Oſee, Joell, Amos, Abdias, Jo- 
nas, Picheas, Nahum, Baruch, Bopho⸗ 
mas, Paggeus, Jacharie, and Palachie. 
The fourthe parte is Chetubim, that is to 
ſape, ofthe holye wziters , and it doth cone 
tapne eleven bookes\, Paralippominon, 
the Pſalter, the Pzonterbes of Saloman, 
Job, Ruthe, crack, the Lamen⸗ 
tation ol Jerempe, the Bongt of Songes,

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Heſter, Daniell, Eſdzag, and Mehemtah, 
which two latter, are taken foz one booke, 
Do that wee baue 24. bookes of the olde 
Teſtamente ok undoubted auctozity , dcui⸗ 
ded into 4. partes, 02 ozders, Notwyth⸗ 
ſtãding beſides theſe bookes they haue cer · 
taine, alſo which they do call Apocrypha, 
that is tu (ape , ſecrete oz hidden Scriptu⸗ 
res, therefoze ſo called, becauſe thep were 
not bꝛought fozch into the light, to confirme 
any opinion oꝛ doctrine, Ok this ſoꝛte are 
Jeſus the ſoune of Spzach, Judeth, Tobi⸗ 
as, che bookes of Pachabees,the wiſedome 
ok Salomon, Baruch, ö ſcribe of Jeremie, 
and this is the deniſion of the olde Teſta- 
ment, after the maner of the Oe bꝛewes and 
the Gretians.

Now ſomwhat feemeth to be added, cd 
cerning the vſe and p2ofite of this diſtinctiũ 
rehearſed : foz it little auapleth dilligently 
to diſkinguithe , vnleſle thou percepue alſa 
what mofite pzoceedeth thereof. Firſt of 
all therefore the diſtinctiou pzofiteth much 
to judge truly of the auctozitie of Volye 
bookes: foz all the bookes of the olde and 
new Teſtament, are of an vndoubted fapth, 
and are of great fozce to cofirme opinions: 
ertept choſe which I ſayde befoze were cal- 
led Apocrypha, which trulymay be reave 
wyth p2ofire. But in diſputations of opini⸗ 
ons they are not to be alleaged. Foz thoſe 
bookes onlp are of an vndoubted auctozitp, 
which are truly atttibuted to Poſes, to the 
Bꝛophetes, to the Euangeliſles, and ta the 
Apoſtles, Uherefoze ſince that the Pꝛi⸗ 
matiue and pure Church, bath doubted of 


the auctozs ofthe ſecrete Scriptures, cal 


led Apocrypba, they are of right reiected, 
when as they are alleaged by the aduerſa»

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At recyteth the rewardes aud puntHmen- 
tes, both of obedience and diſobedience to⸗ 
wardes G O D, and compzehendeth mas 
nye teſtimonpes and witneſſes of GO D. 
The difference of doctrine verelpe , dothe 
rauſe vs not to confounde raſhiye wyth the 
Papiſtes che Lawe and the Goſpell, who 
dieame the Goſpell to be the newe Lawe, 
but thep are decepued: Foz nepther the 
PYzopheces, no2the Apoſtles, teache anye 
other thinge then Boles doth, althoughe 
in their manner of teachinge there is great 
difference « Foz Popſes committeth to 
wzptinge the doctrine delpucred , as it 
were by hande from GD D, aud the fa- 
thers : whiche doth contapne the perfecte 
wopſhippiage of G O D, but hee is moze 
obſcure and darke then the Pzophetes. 
The Pꝛopbetes are the interpzetours of 
Poles, foz that which Poles doth note, as 
it wert wpth certayue Aphozilmes, that is 
to ſape, bziefely and ſummarilye, the Pꝛo⸗ 
phetes doe expounde in whole Sermous. 
But becaule that thing which the Pꝛopbe · 
tes did fozetell , the Apoſtles ſawe bekoze 
their epes,therefoze axe the Apoſtles made 
plainer incerpyeters of Poles , 5 of —

Wherefoze J wil come 
to certaine other helpes by which heede is 
taken, that the interpzetour go not aſtraye 
from Godlines. Therefoze in intreating 
of holye miſteryes, foure kindes of care e⸗ 
ſpecially do belong vnto him, who deſtreth 
reth to be free from erroure, and ſafe from 
the deceices of hereticks : Let the firſt care

And although the matter be grea⸗ 
ter then that it map be accompliſhed in few 
meceptes, ptt is it pꝛoſitable fox ponge bes 
ginners to kecpe certaine common Rules, 
which they map ſafely folow to thepʒ bene« 
lite who they ſhal inſtruct. Firſt of al there» 
foze when anp text is read, ę under ſtanded, 
the occaſion, the bziefe ſumme „& compꝛe⸗ 
henſid, and the ende, and the vſe of þ texte 
muſt be ſought out, which thinge. how and 
in what ozder it ougbte to be done, inthe 
Logitiã his kinde of interpꝛeting befoze is 
declared.

Behold bow many gene- 
tall fentences, this firſt and childiſhe rule 
doth miniſter vnto vs, whereof the laſte is 
moſtcommon,and map be ſpzead into many 
particuler arguments:of þ certainty wher⸗ 
of we muſt indge oute of þ rule followinge, 
The example being confirmed in þ ſubiect, 
the thing is confirmed in the kinde.

The filthines of wicked men 
was dzowned in an vniuerſall floud, Ther⸗

8 Ometimes it is p2ofitable oute of the cd. 
cretes, as the beleeuing woman ofa Ca- 
nanite (Mat. 15.) in her neteſſitye came to 
Chile, called vppon him, woulde ſuffer no 
tepulſe, but was moze tarneſt, euen as alſa 
the ruler ofthe Synagoge who beleening,

nes ofthe fleaſhe.(The neceſſitie of the tom⸗ 
maundement) truely the commaundement 
of God the father, doth ſeme to ſlippe out of 
our mpndes,whoſe woꝛdes do ſounde from 
heauen:This is mp welbeloued ſonne heare 
him. The ſonne him ſelke doth deſire, that 
his woozde may be heard of them that are 
bis: Dy ſheepe here my vopce : whereof it 
followeth:that thoſe whiche do contempne 
the vopce of Chꝛiſte, whiche he ſoundeth by 
hisminiſters, are not bis ſheape. The holy 
Choſte, by the voyce of the Pzophetes , and 
ofthe Apolties , dothe inuite and call vs to 
the lawe, and the teſlimonie. Therfoze who

ment of the eternall father ? Whoart thoy 
that deſpiſeſt the ſonne whiche (uffcred fo 
thee, calling thee to the bearing or his wozd?

bocation we are ſo fozgetfull from whence,

and wherto we are called:are we not by the 


woꝛde bꝛought out of the darkenes of Sa⸗ 
than into þ mat ueplous light of God? This 
wo2de hath called vs,this wozde hath made 
bs Chziſtians , but wee in the meane ſeaſon 
being vnmindekull of ſo glozious a name, 
baue contemned the miſterie of ſaluation, 
(the p2ofit) but and if this ropall and noble 
bocation moueth vs not truely, the reaſon 
of our pꝛopet cõmoditie ought to moue vs: 
wherc wit hall we perceive that even 5 very 
bzute beaſtes are touched. But who is able 
by any reaſon of man 02 of Auugels, to reci⸗ 
te at the leaſt but certen porcions of tbis cd» 
moditie, ſpecially when Paule after Eſapt 
ſayth, the eye ol man hath not ſcene, neither 
the eare hath bearde, neyther bath it aſcen⸗ 
ded into the barte of man what thynges 
God hath pzeparcd fo2 them whiche loue 
tym. Neyther pet is there any cauſe, wby

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mee man ſhoulde dzeame that hee loueth 


God, whiche doth not heare his woozde noz 
meditate it, neither compareth it to gether, 
that the miderie which lieth bidde therein, 
map by little and little be of him the better 
vuderſtanded , foz Ch2iſke the euerlaſtinge 
woꝛde of God, ſapytb:Oe that loucth me wil 
kepe my ſapinges, and my father will loue 
him. To this loue of þ father, g of the ſonne 
there are annexed greater good thinges, 
then whiche by mans capacitie mapt bee 
perceived. Although Paule hath compꝛe⸗ 
hen: ed, the ſumme of them in theſe wozdes: 
The Goſpell is the power of God vnto ſal⸗ 
nationto all beleuers, O fooliſhe man, O 
ſtony harte, that deſpyſeth , reiecteth and 
treadeth vnderfoote ſo great a ſaluation ol⸗ 
fered. That wee may pzouide fo? the belly, 
What do we not - do we not learne artes! 


do wet not ſaple vpon the Deas+ wee flyena 


froſte, wee refuſe no heate, we ſlomber at no 
tyme, to the ende wee maye pꝛouide foz our 
miſerable bellye. A ben theſe thynges are 
readpe to perpſhe, wee are moued, and in 
the meane ſeaſon wee leaue our ſaluation. 
Sogreat is our madnes, ſo greate is our 
peruerſnes, ⁊ wickednes, we pooze miſer s-

wetches are ſo muche infected, with the 
poyſonof ſathan,that we would with moze 
willing mindes dye in our wickednes, then 
take bolde of the ſtretched out arme of Gop 
and ſo to be ſaued. But when wee haue no- 
thing els to do, then wee heare the woꝛde of 
the Loꝛde, and that with leſſe reverence tru⸗ 
ly. tbt᷑ thoſe thꝛee balfpeny ſeruaſites which 
in times paſt did heare Eſope reciting of his 
fables. Aould to God this our negligente 
were not an euident ſigne of the puniſhmtt 
of our iugratitude. (The dignitie of the per- 
ſone g; of þ thing) who would haue thought 
at any time that men are ſo obliuious, that 


they ſhould be vnmindekull of their pꝛomiſle 


made in baptiſme, koꝛ there they are conſe⸗ 
tcrated to the bodie of Chziſte, and are made 
bis members, that they map be fellowe c6- 
paignions with him ok heauenlye thinges: 
neither can we by any other meanes abyde

but woulde to God wee weare inſtructem, 
woulde to God wer woulſde thynke, that in 
oorhartes , whiche wee pꝛolt ſſe wich oure 
mouthe and tongue: whiche if wer woulde 
do, wee would not ſo obſtinatly cõtemut the 
mmiſtt ie of the de. What aunſwere J

Icall that commune whicbe in the 
tyme,either of perſecution o2 of any plagne 
ſentfrom God, fallech vpon the whole cons 
gregation: But firſte , wee wyll entreate 
ofthe pꝛziuate, in whiche chzeateninges are 
generallye to bee obſerued; Firſte, who n 
is that is to be lifted vp with conſolations. 
Setondlpe, what it is that doth grieue him, 
Thyzdlye , a fitte application of the medi- 
cine to the pzeſent griefc, Yee that feeleth 
payne o2 griefe , epther is godlpe 02 vagod 
le: If hee bee godlye,Ntreightwape the co 
mon inheritaunce of the ſonnes of God be- 
ing ſwewed, bee is to be lifted vp, to be con 
fozted,and cheriſhed with conſolations, and 
that by the places abonereherſed, and here 
with muche p2ofice the eight chapter tothe 
Romaines, map be alledged, But jf hee be 
vngodlp , it is nedefull as in a grecuous di-

ble, and a dcadlpe poyſon. And doth much 
tpke to that Phiſicion whiche healech the 
wounde outwardlye , the matter of putri⸗ 
faction temapning within, from whence af- 
terwarde a greater wicked and deadly miſ · 
chief burſteth out.TUherfoze as the Ckilfull 
Phiſition,the tent being put in often,dzaw- 
eth out the coxrupt matter,whiche beiynge 
nawen foozth , couereth the wounde ouer 
with a inollify:ag plapſter : So the godlye 
peacher,ſhould ficſte touche the byle of the 
wycked man, by the thꝛeatening of the law, 
that his diſeaſe beynge knowen , maye the 
mode eaſelpe bee curcd, fo} it is truclye 
ſupde, that the firſte ſteppe to healthe, is to 
knowe the diſeaſe . The ſeconde thynge, 
which in conſolations J haue ſapde, ſhould 
be conſidered, is the thyng whiche cauſeth 
chegrief,oz þ thing which doth greue him, 
whiche I thinke needefull to bee mn 
I. + 02 
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fo; the righte application of che medicine, 
f hee is other wyſe ta be lifted vp, whiche 
by bis owne faulte bath bzought a miſc diele 
upon hym elfe. And he alſo otherwyſe to 
whame by an other mans faulte , euill haps 
pencth . Foz if any man by his owne faalte 
bath bzought a croſſe vpon him ſelfe, as in 
famie,pouertie, lickenes, death, cc. The 


medicine oz comfozce is not to bee applies 


fozthwith vnles thou (ee the guiltie perſon 
tarneſtlye touched with the fecling of bis 
ſynnes, fo then this feeling of ſynnes, is to 
be confirmed with the woꝛde of God, and to 
be augmented, if neede ſhall require. Then 
wee muſte deſcende to confolations : but if 
bee bee either an hipocrite, oz otherwyſe 
wycked, ſo longe the curſe of the Lawe, and 
the wzath. of God are to bee ſet befoꝛe his 
epcs , vatyll hee knowe the greuouſnes of 
dis ſynnes, and conkeſſe the lame to hym 
felfe oute of the grpefe of hys mynde. 

But if hee cannot bee bzoughte thereunto 
by the Lawe of God, and thzeatenpnges, 
a pꝛecious ſtone is not to bee caſte befoze 
Swpne. On the contrary parte: It the 
gupltie perſone, ſhall bee bzoughte to the 
knowelcdge of hym ſelke, and bee _ 
wit 
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with the true feeling of grie fe, fo: his ſinne 
committed: then at length the arte of Phi- 
ſicke is to be applyed, and theſe thee in oꝛ⸗ 
det art to be expounded. Firſt his fall, next 
the puniſhment, and laſtly the ende of boch. 
The fall is to be taughte firſt to pꝛoceede of 
this, in that he did caſte from him the feare 
ofthe Loꝛde:and that may be confirmed fits 
lye and plentifully out of the firſt Chapter 
of D.Paule to the Romapnes. Secondlye 
that nowe the deceites of the deuill, the fil- 
thines of the fleſhe , andthe wantonnes of 
the woꝛlde, mighte moe eaſelpe pꝛeuaile a» 
gainſt him, being as it were vnarmed. The 
fall deinge declared, and confirmed wyth 
theſe cauſes .

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The avethour of þ Epiſtle to the Hebzues 
the 12-Chapter ſapth that we are baſtards 
and not ſounes, if wee be without diſcipline 
and co2rection, ſuche like places are moſte 
fitte, where with the minde of the guiltye 
perſon now beinge penitent, mape be lifted 
vy, that nowe he woulde ſuffer any kinde of 
yunihmente as one readpe to obepe Gode 
let the examples be Manaſſes, Dauid, the 
Ader ol Moſes , Ringe Vſias 7 the people 
ledde into Captiuitpe, and manye others, 
whiche. were puniſhed koz certaine ſinnes, 
and aſter th2oughe repentaunce , baue re- 
tourned home againe. The cxample of 
the theefe in compariſon of others is fa« 
mous, who hath ſec foozth a notable exams 
ple ol patience and fapth . Þee did not ther; 
foze compte himſelfe an abiecte becauſe hee 
ſuffered (oe ſhamefull a death fo2 his wic⸗ 
kednefle, but pacieneſye ſuſtapned the de- 
ſerued puniſhmente, by Faythe repoſed in 
CHRIST &t, After ſuche like teſtimo⸗ 
mies g examples, wher with the iudgemkts 
of God are tobe made knowne, in cõparing 
the manners of men in oure age, with che 
maners of the people inthe olde time : Foz 
God is alwapes like to himſelke: _ 

chou 
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thou halt reſpect to puniſhment 02 mercy) 
the common places befoze mencioned mape 
be added, But it chat which greeueth him 
doe come thzough an others mans fanlte, 
that oꝛder in applyinge of comfozteisco be 
folowed, which in a common comfoꝛt Jam 
aboute to declare, whereto we muſt ſpeake 
at this time . That common comfozt there» 
foze mape be rightlye framed. thzee thinges 
are to be obſerued. Firſt from whence cd 
mon calamitie pzocedeth. Secondly which 
be cauſes thercof. Thirdly the applyinge 
of the Comfozte accoꝛding to the difference 
ofthe calamity and of the cauſes. The cala- 
mity is epther ſent frõ God, 02 els bzought 
in bythe ennempes cf our Common weale. 
Ik the calamitye be of God, as the plague, 
wante of foode and vittaile , dꝛoughte and 
tempeſtes, the cauſes are not to be ſoughte 
fo2 without vs, but in our owne houſes, and 
within our (clues, fo the ſinnes of perticu⸗ 
ler men are the cauſes of common calamt» 
ties, and oftentimes foꝛ one mans fault the 
whole common wealth is plagued : wheres 
of Acham, Dauid, OEdipus, and manye o- 
tbers are witneſſes, who by their owne wic⸗ 
kedues haue bzought in a common calami⸗ 

| tye. 
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tze, Here it is no harde matter to applpe a 
comfozt , if. wee will followe the examples 
of the holy Paophetcs : foz the examplcs of 
them do teache vs, what is to be done : fog 
they are wont openly to rebuke wickednes, 
and that after thzce ſoztes 02 kindes of wic 
kednes,to witte:The fozſaking of God, by- 
pocrilpe , iniutye done to the neigbboure 
and ſuch like, as moſt chicfelpe ſeeme co a- 
bounde amonge tha proper Examples ate 
extant heart and there in the wzytingts of 
the D1ophetes. Againe they arc wonts 
tocall publicklp together al the cougrega+ 
tion to repentaunce, faſtinge gud. p2ayer, 
Certaine notable examples of chtſe cwa 
thinges are of late peares ſet fozthe, atthe 
tommaundtment of our molt noble King, 
by the myniſlers of oute Churches, not 
withoute greate pzofice ann mittigation, of 
deſerued yuniſhmentes.Laſt ofal the P2zo« 
phetes were wont to admounſhe them, who 
theppercepucd to bee dcfiled with wickeds 
ves,moze then others, leauing an example 
to oute mpniſterg of the wozde , that thep 
ſhould admoniche, rebuke and cozrect them 
Niuatelye) whom they perceiue , by they} 
idolatry, vſurie,adulterpe,tiranupe,decets 
tes, 
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tes. couetouſnes t.to bring in a plague to 
whole cõmon wealth. Tyreſias, although 
be were an Ethenicke pꝛieſt did call Ot di« 
pus the tpꝛauntt, (fox whoſe miſcheuons 
deede, the Theban cdmon wealth was pus 
niſbed with the peſtilence,) to painefull pe- 
naunce. And after this maner Faye any 
Jeremye haut cozrected and repꝛehenden 
the kinges of their time. and haue aſcribey 
common calemities buto thepm. And the 
miniſters ofthe wozd onght to knowe that 
chts is not the keaſt part of their function : 
2 if chey neglect tyther fo? feare 
92 Auggichnes, thep (hallfſuffer greeuous 
puniſhments of God, as in the thztatnings 
of Ezechiel is beflarev 5 and els where. 
Vut it either pziuate oz publicke cala mitye 
vor come from men}, it is either fo2 Juſtice 
cn not. It foꝛ Juſtice, wee muſte then take 
the comfozte from the common condition of 
the lonnes of Goyin this wozlde, e declare 
df how great honour God reputeth vs wo 
thie, phee hath marked vs wich a peculier 
p2oper marke of his warfare and exercife. 
Wherefoze the Apoſtles being ſcourged do 
retoyce fo2 that they are counted woꝛthyt 
to ſufter tepꝛoche fo2 the name of * t

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Fo) this kinde of croſſe is moſt pzoper vnta 


the faithfull, whert with Chziſte wilbe glo⸗ 
rifyed in bs , even as S. Peter teacheth in 
the fourth Chapter ot his firlt Epiſtle. 
But if not fo Juſtice the common calatnis 
ty be bzoupht vs from men, then the cauſes 
ge to be ſoughte oute in our ſelues, and as 
befoze I baue ſaid wheras I haut ſpoken of 
the Croſle 02 affliction ſcut from God: the 
comfozte is to be applied.

ferred, When J recken theſe plates, 
doe not thincke that all are to be applyed in 
euerpchiding;butnow theſe, lometimes the 
other , eucu as the wiſe Preacher ſhall ſee 
ta be expedient.

in hande: pet the examples of other wple & 
learned men (who befoze me haue bzought 
into our tongue the artes of Grammer, Lo⸗ 
gike, Rhetozicke, Arithmeticke, Aſtrono⸗ 
mie, Geographie. Ec. did not a little encou⸗ 
rage and bolden mee hereunto: ſo that J 
thought if other graue, wple, and learned 
men, bekoze me, both Romapnes, Italians, 
Germaines, Frenchemen, and Engliſhmẽ, 
haue thought good fo2 the aduauncement of 
Philoſophic , and bumaine knowledge, to 
bzing into their mother tongue thoſe and os 
ther like artes firſte witten in the Grecke 
tongue, though they could not always finde 
put pꝛoper woꝛdes euerp one in their owne 
tongue to declare h pꝛoper termes of arte. 
I with muche moze bouldnes might take in 

hande 
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hand to interpzete this little arte of Cbꝛi⸗ 
ſtian Rhetozicke, eſpecially ſetun that the 
ſame doth ſo far re paſſe the arte of Rbetos 
ticke,as p holp woꝛde of God doth exccede 
the knowledge of all manner of humaine 
pbilolophie.Fo2 that arte doth teache thee, 
cunningly to handle, c eloquently to ſpeake 
of woz{dly thinges, and of mens matters: 
that either in pꝛayle, oꝛ diſpꝛapſe, either in 
defending and pꝛouing, oꝛ els in repꝛouing, 
impugning, diſcßdmending, and diſalowing, 
wherof we baue examples in Demoſthenes, 
and Cteſiphon, among the Greecians: in 
RI. T. Cicero, and Mar. Antonius among 
the Romaines;, and in diuers other Dꝛa⸗ 
tours, whofloziſhed in their time. But this 
doth inſtructe and teachethee, the true deui⸗ 
lion of the letiptures, howe they baue bene 
diuerſly of divers godlye wzyters diuided: 
CUbat the vſe and pzofite thereof is: what 
tongues are neceſſary fo2 thee to learne and 
vnderſtande the ſcriptures: what the vſe ok 
them are. Howe thou muſt ſtudie diligently 
and aboue all other wꝛiters the holy ſcrip⸗ 
tures. Mowe thou muſt, fo2 thy better vnder 
ſtanding, conferre them together, not lea- 

uing altogether, either to thyne owne oz pet 
to 
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to other mens opinions: And to conclude, 
bow chou mayſt oꝛderly and with p2ofite of 
thy bearers pꝛeache, & expounde the wozde 
of God, whether mT are to be lifted vp, and 
comfozted with the ſwete pzomiles of God, 
oz els to be beaten,and caſt downe, with bis 
dꝛeadfull minaces, and thzeatninges ; whe- 
ther wickednes be to be defaced and troden

tapaing fite bookes. The ſecond parte is | 
called of them Rheſconim Nebiim, that is 
to ſape, the kozmer Pzophetes, and this | 
part hath foure boskes, to witte, the booke 
of Joſua,the booke of Judges, the booke of 
Samuell and the bookes ofthe kinges. 
The thirde parte is, Acharonim Nebijm, 
that is to ſaye,of the latter Pꝛophetes, and 
it doth compꝛehende foure bookes, Eſape, 
Jerempe; Ezechiell, and the booke of the 
twelue Pꝛophetes, which they call the lef- 
ſer, as are Dlee, Joell, Amos, Abdias, Jos 
nas, Picheas, Nahum, Baruch, Sopho⸗ 
nias,WPaggeus,Zacharie,and Palachie. 
The kourthe parte is Chetubim, that is to 
ſape, of the holye wzicers , and it doth con⸗ 
tapne eleuen bookes, Paralippominon, 
the Pſalter, the Pzonerbes of Salomon, 
Fob, Ruthe, Eccleſiaſtes, the Lamen⸗ 
tation of Jerempe,the Songe of Songes, 
D 2 Veſter, 
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Peſter, Daniell, Eſozas, and Nehemiah, 


which two latter, are taken fo one booke. 
So that wee haue 24. bookes of the olde 
Teſtamente of uvndoubted auctozity, deui⸗ 
ded into 4. partes, 02 oꝛders. J2otwpthe 
ſtãding beſides theſe bookes they haue cer⸗ 
taine, alſo which they do call Apocrypha, 
that is to ſaye , ſecrete oz hidden Scriptu⸗ 
res, therekoꝛe ſo called, becauſe they were 
not bzought fo2th into the ligbt, to confirme 
aay opinion oꝛ doctrine. Df this ſozte are 
Jeſus the ſoune of Spꝛach, Judeth, Tobi⸗ 
as, the bookes of Machabees the wiſedome 
of Salomon, Baruch, b lcribe of Jeremie, 
and this is the deniſton of the olde Teſta⸗ 
ment, after the maner of che Hebꝛewes and 
the Gretians. 

The new Teſtamente is deuided into 4. 
partes. The firſt contapneth the foure E⸗ 
uangeliſtes. The ſecond the actes ofthe As 
poſtles. The third, che 21. Epiſtles ok the 
Apoſtles, that is to lape, 14. of Paule, 3. of 
John, 2 of Peter, one of James, and one of 


Judas. The fourth part contapneth the As 
pocalips of S. John. MPozeouer all the 
bookes of the newe Teſkament, are kounde 
in the Cannon, excepte the ſeconde my 
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of S. Peter, the ſeconde and thirde Epiſtle 
of John, and the Epilties of James, and 
Jude, with the Apocaltpſe, Some alſo do 
put the Epiſtle to the Pebzewes out of the 
Cannon. 

Now ſom what ſeemeth to be added, cõ⸗ 
cerning the vſe and pꝛolite of this diſfinctio 
rchearſed : fot it little auapleth dilligently 
to diſtinguiſhe, vnleſſe thou percepue alſa 
what p2ofite pzoceedech thercok. Firſt ot 
all therefore the diſtinctiou pꝛoſiteth much 
to iudge trulp of the auctozitie of Dolye 
bookes: foz all the bookes of the olde and 
new Telkament,are ot an vndoubced fapth, 
and are of great fozce to cofirme opinions: 
except thoſe which I ſapde befoze were cal: 
led Apocrypha, which truly map be reade 
wyth p2oft:e. But in diſputations of opini⸗ 
ons they are not to be alleaged. Fo! thoſe 
bookes only are of an vndoubted auctozitp, 
which are truly attributed to Moſes, to the 
Pꝛophetes, to the Euangeliſtes, and to the 
Apoſtles, Mhere foze ſince that the Bꝛi⸗ 
matiue and pure Church, bath doubted of 
the auctoꝛs ofthe ſecrete Scriptures, cal⸗ 
led Apocrypha, they are of right reiected, 
when as they are alleaged by che aduerſa» 

B 3 rye as 
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rye againſt the wzptinges of the Prophets 
and the Apoſtles. There is alſo another 
commoditie of this dilkinction,fo2 it is come 
modious to hauea certain oꝛder of bookes, 
that. Stadents map diſtribute the reading 
of the Bible into certayne times, as it ſhal 
ſeeme to be pꝛolitable foꝛ thepm; to leatne 
the holy bookes. The third commoditpe 
is that a certaine wape oꝛ meanes mape be 
bad ( whether thou pꝛeach oꝛ inter pꝛete the 
ſacred Scriptures in the ſcholes) of recp⸗ 
ting oꝛ alledging þ Teftimonyes ok Scrip⸗ 
tures, that the plate of the teſtimonpe, map 
be ſhewed as it were wyth the linger, when 
as the aucthour of che wzytinge, and the 
Chapter of the Booke is named and re⸗ 
hearted,

that the bookes ok the Euangeliſtes maye 
be Legall:the Actes ofthe Apoſtles Hiſtos 
ricall:the rxi-Epiſtles ofthe Apoſtles Sa⸗ 
piential: and the Apocalipſe of B. John to 
be Pꝛopheticall. This by no colour mape 
bee excuſed: foy it is altogether abſurde in 
as much as it is of them applyed to bookes. 
Burif they woulde applpe this tbeyꝛ ſub» 
tile deuiſion ta the thinges (as I! thincke) 
auncient wpters haue done, it mighte pers 
aduentnre be bozne wytball: but becauſe it 
is manifeſtlye falle, as it is applyed to boos 
kes.

The difference of doctrine verelye , dothe 
cauſe bs not to confounde raſhlye wyth the 
Papiſtes the Lawe and the Goſpell, who 
dꝛeame the Goſpell to be the newe Lawe, 
but thep are decepued: Foz neytber the 
Bꝛophetes, no2 the Apoltles, teache anye 
other thiuge then Moſes doth, althoughe 
in their manner ok teachinge there is great 
difference. Foz Mopſes committeth to 
wzptinge the doctrine delpuered, as it 
were by hande from G O D, and the ka⸗ 
thers : whiche doth contapne the perkecte 
woꝛſhippinge of G O D, but hee is moze 
obſcure and darke then the Pꝛopbetes.

be inſtructed with liberal doctrine, and 
eſpeciallye wyth the knowledge of Rhetos 
ricke and Logicke, there is no man which 
will doubt thereof. Wherefoze I wtl come 
tocertaine other helpes by which beede. is 
taken, that the interp2etour go not alkraye 
from Godlines. Therekoꝛe in intreating 
of holye miſterpes, foure kindes of care e⸗ 
ſpectally do belong vnto him, who deſtreth 
reth to be free from crroure, and ſafe from 
the deceites of hereticks: Let the firſt care 
be toſceke God and his will in the Scrip⸗ 
tures, wyth feare and humilitie, that bee 
map knowe him truly in oure Loꝛd Jeſug 
Chziſte: Let the ſecond care be to baue the 
ſacred woꝛde of God fo2 a rule. This care 


- topned wyth the fozmer ſhall cauſe thee to 


be conuerſaunt in the Scriptures without 


arrogancp oz coutention, and that thou bee 
not 
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not puffed vppe wyth kooliſhe rafhnes, bug 
rather craue his helpe with humility, wh 
in the Scriptures thou ſeekeſt faythfully; 
ſeconde care cauſeth thee alſo, that thou be 
not carefull of thoſe thinges which are nog 
founde wzitten in the wooꝛde of the Lozde 
Foz thou oughteſt to be content wyth that 
ligbte, which the Lo2d bath ſhewed thee to 
be followed. Let the third care be diligent- 
Ive to conferte the Scriptures, to thends 
that the conſente of Moſes, ot the Pꝛophe⸗ 
tes, ok Chatſte,andof the Apoſtles, mape e⸗ 
uidentlye appeare, and that ſuchb ſentences 
as ſeeme to diſagree, thꝛoughe conference 
mape be reconcyled, the tyꝛcumſtaunces of 
the places beinge dilligentlpe obſerued. 

This care cauſeth thee not raſhlye to takt 
houlde of auye one ſentence ok the Scriptu⸗ 
res to aſſaulte, oz repugne another there» 
wyth , from whence no doubt all the ſectes 
of hereſye haue ſpꝛonge vppe, which thing 
that it maye the moze euidentlpe appeare, 
wee ſhall openlye declare by examples. 

Arrius doothe heare the Sonne ſapinge: 
The Father is greater thenne J. This 
Sentence hee (natcheth:,. and there⸗ 


wyth 
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wypth,fs girded, and armed to vanquſſh and 
ouercome the deuinitieof Chziſte : Cotra« 
riwple, Manichzus to the ende heemighce 
take away p humanity of Chziſt,ſnatchech 
the ſapinge ol S. Paule in his firſt Epiſtle 
to the Cozinthians, the 15. Chapter, where 
Chil is called che ſecond Adam from hea⸗ 
uen heauenlye . Againe there are ſome 
which acknowledge the deuinitie, and cons 
felle the humanity, but they make two per⸗ 
ſons in Chꝛiſte, the woꝛde, and the ſonne of 
the Airgin. Oſiander, becauſe it is wꝛit⸗ 
ten Loꝛd is our rigteauſnes: doth aſcribe 
iuſtiſication to the devine nature alone, as 
thoughe the humanity were ok no fozce at 
all, to the benefite of ſaluation. Stancha- 
rus on the contrary ſyde(becauſe the woꝛde 
of pꝛomiſe, is of the ſeede of a woman, and 
Paule calleth Jeſus Chailte, beinge man a 
mediatour) wythdꝛaweth the benefice ok re 
demption krom the deuinitie, and doth at⸗ 
tribute the ſame to the onelye humanitpe. 
Pere if there had beene ÿ feare of our Lozd, 
and true humilitie, and if the deſire of con⸗ 
tention and pꝛide had beene abſente , they 
might eally haue iudged of theſe-miſteries, 
by conference of the Dcriptures « Let 5

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firſt care be to referre euer interpꝛetation 
to the pꝛopoꝛtion of fayth, fromthe which 
if the interpzecation doe diſagree, it ſhalbe 
accompted falſe , But contrarywiſe, it it do 
agree with it althougbe ſometimes it ers 
rethfrom the marke,and minde of the auce 
th oe, vet ougbte ye to knowe, that this is 
don without the dafiger ol ſaluation. But 
what is it to call an interpzetation tothe

they do conclude of this ſapinge, That men 
may obtaine ſaluation by their owne pꝛoper 
wozkes , fox this interpꝛetation doth ſtriue 
withcleare and manifeſt pꝛinciples: As are 
theſe, The ſeede of the woman ſhall h2eake 
the Serpentes heade,alſo, The Lambe of 
God, that taketh awaye the ſinnes of the 
woꝛlde: and againe, Ifrighteouſnes be of 
the law Chꝛiſte dyed in vaine. 

And alwapes after this maner the mind 
of the interpꝛetour ought to be bent, to the 
firſte pꝛinciples of our Religion, from the 
which bee ſhall not ſuffer hymſelke to be 
dꝛawne awaye by any Sophiſticall reaſon:

ces, faure cauſes of interpꝛetatiꝭs are re⸗ 
bearſed, whereof this is the firſt, ö the kind 
of ſpeache may be vnderſtode : foꝛ hearers 
oꝛ readers do not in euery place vnverſtand 
the phꝛaſes of a flraunge tongue; pea ſomes 
times men ok ſinguler learning take grrate 
panes in this thinge:fo2 ofcentimes it hap⸗ 
penetb that a ſentence being expoũded with 
the woꝛd cfa ſtraung tongue, which thous 
che they aunſwering truly in ſignification,

M Any do abuſe Commentaries, whileſt 
they labour continually in them, litle 

oꝛ nothing eſtteming the text ofthe Bible, 
who do like vnto him that trauapling ſome 
whither, determineth to abidealwayes in 
his tournepe. Foz Commentaries are like 
tothe Image of Mercurie. Fo2 like as they 
ere ſet vpof purpoſe to ſhew the right way 
to trauelers, leaſt they ſhould goe out ofthe 
waye, ſo commentaries do leade, as it were 
by the hande, the vnexerciſed reader: which 
be ſhoulde not alwapes ble, but ſo as þ tras 
uaplour doth vſe the Images of Mercurie, 
Foz the trauaplour loketh not vpon them, 
when 
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mhen by okten times goinge that wape, bee 
knoweth the way perfectly. Pere ſir ſt ol 
b all þ interpꝛetour is admonilhed of his dus 
tie, that is to ſap, that be thincke he oughte 
to ſbew a wap, and that a moſt ready wape 
to the hearers, and not to hinder ſuche as 
make haſt to go ko: ward. Pozeouer euen 
heare it is euidente in what eſtimation the 
diſciples of the Apoſtles, and their ſucceſs 
| ſours being interpꝛetours of the Scriptu⸗ 
| res are to be had. Fo? all theſe are to be 
| followed in ſo much as they baue the ſcrip⸗ 
tures ofthe Pꝛophetes and of the Apoſtles 
going befoze them, but if ſomtimes they da 
erre from this, let vs acnowledge our cõ⸗ 
mon facility and readines in falling, # pꝛay 
to God earneſtlp, that he ſuffer vs not to fal 
into daungerous errours.

6 T Ve Methode oꝛ making ok Sermons, is 
a (ure wap and meanes ſhewing a reaſõ 
of making ſacred Sermons. And becauſe 
thoſe thinges which are needefull to be de» 
clared in the Church, arenot of one kinde, 
802 can be handled after one ſozte ; It were 


verpe 
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verpe pꝛolitable firſt to ſhewe the kindes ef 
Sermons, afterwards the meanes wheres 
by euerp thinge mape be intreated of wyth 
pꝛofite, to thend there map be acertaine pꝛe⸗ 
ſcript & compendious wap of making Ser⸗ 
mons. Foz ſuch as ſhalbe miniſters of the 
moſt holpe miniſtery of the wozde (then the 
which nothing can be moze holy) which be⸗ 
inge confirmed with ble and exerciſe , they 

mayencreaſe with pzeceptes of Logicke, x 
Rhetozicke., J do not fozge new pꝛecepts, 
but do applie the common rules of Logiti⸗ 
ans and Rhefozitians,toa certaine matter, 
and doe toyne together with pꝛeceptes the 
pꝛactiſe of learned men, whb J baue beard 
pꝛeache, that the immitation mighte be the 
moꝛe ealye, which truly would be but very 
weake: vnleſſe it were holpen wyth pꝛe⸗ 
teptes, as J haue ſaid befoze in the pzeface, 


¶ The kinds of Sermons. 


Efoꝛe I come to the kinds of Sermons 

J will bꝛiefely touche the partes, which 
may berp well be counted foure in nomber, 
the Exoꝛdium oz beginninge, the Treatiſe, 
the Digreſſion end the Concluſion . The 
Crop

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Erowium in this place, is the beginning ol 
tbe ſermon, after iuuocation and pꝛaper is 
made, and the holye leſſen, oz text read and 
recited, which wee pur pole to handle and to 
intreate of. This map very aptly ſomtimes 
be taken vppon the occaſion, oz opoztunity, 
ſomtimes from other tyꝛcumſtauntes. And 
it ſhould be ſo handled that it migbt be, as 
it were a certaine wap, to that thing which 
we minde to intreate of. It muſt be modeſt, 
bziefe and graue to thende it mape obtaine 
the good will of the hearers , mape ſtyzre 
them vppe by eaſtnes of teaching, and maye 
keepe thepm attentive» The treatiſe oz 
manner of handlinge , doth alter thzoughe 
diuerſity of theames, wherbp it happeneth 
that ſometimes it is contente with a deniſts 
on, and an expoſition: and that when it is a 
ſimple theame. Diuilion is a ſentence by 
the which we bꝛiefely declare what things 
wee will ſpeake of, this is commended fo? 
the bꝛeuitpe, the perfcctnes and fewnes of 
wo2ds, fo2 thc whichaſke counſaile 2 helpe 


ol the precepts of Ozatours. Expoſition is 


a ſentẽce, wherin the parts of a diuiſion are 
declared, and it is thꝛee fould. Synthetical, 
Dieretical, and Analpticall, of which bere⸗ 

after 
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after wee ſhall intreate mote at large. 
This expolition is ſometimes ſimple, when 
as no argumentes are added: ſometimes 
mixte, when the reaſons of the partes of an 
expolicion are intermingled: ſometimes 
wyth deuiſton. Ye may ſeeke out the confirs 
mation of the partes of deuiſion, and the cõ⸗ 
futation of the opinions of others ſtryuing 
with ours, and that ſo often as the theame 
is compounded. The Myledome of the 
pꝛeacher ſhal eaſlye iudge, when the confu 
tation ſhould go befoze the confirmation, & 
when it ſhould follow: it muſt go befo2e of 
neceſſitye when the mindes of the hearers 
are befozchanve poſſeſſed and holden wyth 
errour:fo2 they cannot receiue the truth bes 
koꝛe they are deliuered from theerrour and 
kalſehode. Digreſſion is a ſentẽce, wher 
by the doctrine is applyed to h bearers, by 
cofozting,chiding, fearing # admoniſhing. 
In this 5 beginning, the end, x the place are 
ſpecially to be coſidered:the beginning is Þ 
it map ſceme ok his owne acc oꝛd to flow out 
ok p doctrine. The end pit may go together 
and agree with the doctrine following, ik as 
uye doctrine be expounded : The place p it 
mape be put to thende ofeuery member of 
à de⸗

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a biuiſion oz partition, leſt the iudge ment of 
learners,ſhould be troubled with interrup⸗ 
tion of doctrine , mote ſhalbe ſpoken of di⸗ 
greſſion hereafter . Perozatton;is the con⸗ 
cluſton ofthe treatiſe. This doth both bꝛiek⸗ 
ly rehearſe the ſumme of che chinges which 
are handled, and doth alſo ſtere vp the mine 
des of the hearers with the commendatton 
ok the doctrine expounded , and by ſhewyng 
the vſe thereof. Now let vs come to ſpeake 
of the kindes ok a ſermon . There are gene⸗ 
rally twos kyndesof pꝛeachinges, the one 
appertapneth to teaching: the other to ex; 
hoztation. That whiche appertapneth to 
teaching; is ot ſimple places, and thoſe as 
well of perſones as of thinges, and of pla⸗ 
ces tompounded, ot generall ſentences, and 
particuler argumentes. The other whiche 
appertapneth to exhoꝛtation, is diuided into 
thꝛee partes, foꝛ either it perſuadeth, o2 re- 
buketh, oꝛ comfozteth. This difference oꝛ di⸗ 
ſtinction of ſermons map be pꝛoued. Firſt 
ofthe diuerſitie of hearers, to whome the 
ſermon ſhalbe applied. Foz either theyare 
altogether rude, and mult bee taughte, to 
whome the firlk kinde dothe appertapne, oz 
els they are not rude , but rather fcble and

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faint barted, and muſt be lifted vp with con⸗ 
ſolations:62els ſlowe, and thep mulk bee 
packed fozwarde: oz els contemners, and 
are to be chaſtened with thꝛeatninges. To 
theſe foure kindes ok hearers al the ſermõs 
of Chailte are to be derected, fo2 lometyme 
bee teacheth the ignozaunt whiche are defi 
rous to learne, and ſometime it comfozfeth, 
and ftpzreth vp the faint harted: nowe hee 
exhoꝛteth the ſlower ſozte , and nowe with 
thzeatninges,he terrifieth ſuche as are pꝛo⸗ 
phane, and vngodly. Dereok we may euerp⸗ 
where eaſelye finde exaplesin the hiſtozie of 
the Goſpell.Agayne, the ſame is pꝛoued by 
the vſe and cuſtome of the holy Scripture: 
Fo2 Paule wzpteth thus in his ſeconde epi⸗ 
piſtle to Timothe, and the thyꝛde chapter. 
All ſcripture geuen by inlpiration of God, 
is pꝛołitable to impꝛoue, to amende, and to 
inſtructe in rightcouſnes that the name of 
God map be perkecte and pꝛepared vnto all 
good woꝛkes. Here the foure folde vſe of the * 
leripture is declared, and that with foure 
wooꝛzdes wbiche are in the Greeke tongue 
named Didaſcalia, Elenchos, Epanortliolis, 
and Paidia . Didaſcalia, is to be handled in 
the firſt kinde, that is to lap, in that whiche 
apper⸗ 
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appertaineth to teachiug Flenchos, hath chi 
ding Epanorthoſis is when the fal is lifted 
vp, and made ſtedfaſt, whiche manifeſtly ap⸗ 


peareth to bee done with conſolations and 


comfoates., Paidia, is the teaching of chil⸗ 
dꝛen, whole chiekeſt office is, to perſwade to 
goodnes, and honeſtte, and to diſſuade from 
wicked andfilthie thynges. Our diſkincrion 
therefoze agreeth with the varietie of the 
bearers, with the enſample of Chziſte, and 
with the tradition of Paule . But becaule 
the heaters are mixed in publicke aſſeme 
blies it cometh to paſſe, that the pꝛophetes, 
Cbuſt, thapoſtles, æ all the godlp miniſters 
of the wozde doe oftentimes builde & frame 
out of doctrine, conſolations perſwaſtons, 
and chidings, all which the koꝛce of doctrine 
bathe as it were ioyned with it teuen as J 
haue ſapde befoze, is done in the w2ytinges 
ofthe Pꝛopbetes and Apoſtles : whoſe ex⸗ 
amples it becommeth godlpe miniſters ta 
folowe in makyng of Sermones, Nepther 
is our diſtinction to bee diſallowed whiche 
doth appertapne to the nature of teachynge 
of thynges, and doth ſhewe what oꝛder and 


wape is to be obſerued in makyng of Ser⸗ 


mones although lometymes thoſe tbynges 
D 2 which 
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whiche J baue named as acceſlaricg, nd 
impertinent, are applied bythe figure of di- 
greſſion, which thing who ſo cucr doth not 
oblerue, can neytber make their cwne ſer⸗ 
mons well, neyther iudge ok other mens, 
no2 pet beare them awaye in mpnde.Whers 
foe the kyndes of ſermons mult firſt be di⸗ 
ſtinguiched, and then thoſe thinges whiche 
are added, mape berpe well bee kozmed and 
kramed. 
C The kynde of teaching. 


Pat part of ſermon which appertaineth 

to teaching, is that whoſe ende is, to teas 
che the ignoꝛaunte hearers. In this kynde 
of ſermon the godly pꝛeacher ſhall implope 
his whole ſtrengtbe firſt that be himſelke do 
perfectly vnderſtande the thing that is to 
be taught: Next that hee frame with him 
ſelfe a full and perfecte oꝛder of the ſame in 
wꝛyting. Thirdly, that hee expounde the ſas 
me in a plaine and common ſpeache,not has 
uing any reſpecte to his owne commenda⸗ 
tion foz his eloquence, but rather to ads 
uaunce the gloꝛy of God, and belpe the cas 
pacitie of the pꝛeſent hearers, whiche if hee 
doe; he map hope that the hearcr ſhall not 
waucr 
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wauer in opinions any moꝛe, but conſent ta 
the true and cleare doctrine. And becauſe 
there are two kyndes as befoze in diuiſion 
J haue declared, that ſermon which apper⸗ 
taineth vnto teaching, to wytte, Simple oz 
of ſimple places: and compounde oz of com- 
pounde places: The oꝛder of ceachingrequi 
reth that in the firſt place, wee ſpeake of the 
ſimple manner of teaching, but becauſe in 
the (imple kind of teaching, ſometimes the 
perſons,ſome times the thinges are intrea» 
ted ok, it ſcemeth beſt firſt to ſpeake of the 
treatiſe of perſons, 


C Of the ſimple kinde of teaching 


which belongeth vnto perſones. 


Here are twoo kindes of the treatiſe of

\ Uben any perſone therfo2e is ſet befoze 
vs out of the holy hiltozies, whoſe whole 
life is not deſcribed,but ſome deede of p pers 
ſone is bzoughe koꝛth, x that foz the — ei⸗ 
ther of the doctrine, oz of þ immitatid, o els 
of the admonition, it ſhalbe a creatile Paras 
digmatical,p is to ſay, belonging vnto exã⸗ 
ples. After this maner Paule doth ſet fozth 
Abꝛaham tothe Romaines, + to the Galas 
thians, after this manner the epiſtle to che 
Debzewes.chap.ri-recitetha.great ſcroule,F 
number of pꝛophets x of kings. By Abꝛahã 
his deede, the doctrine & nature of faithe is 
taugbt, the immitation cõmended, ö exerci⸗ 
ſes of vocation, #the fruites and wozkes of 
true godlines are cofirmed. The'repftatice 
of Manaſſes doth teache vs ſuch as do fal, 
are receiued againe, c therkoze is pꝛoſitably 
ſet befoze vs foz immitatiõs ſake : it putteth 
vs in minde of p mercy of God, which of his 
mere gooducs, receiueth into fauour fo crys 
ell a perſecutour of his cburche, x ſo vile an 
I dolater. But here we muſt ſpeake againſt 
thole men, who oktentimes do abuſe the exã⸗ 
ples of ſainctes Fox there ar ſome who had 
rather im mitate p wicked deedes of ſaincts 
then their verenes: do defend the ſelues w 
che exavles of ſataites. T here are ſome alſo 
| whicz? 
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which out ok the perſonal deedes of ſaincfes 
and extraoꝛdinaty cõ maundements, do fifa 
uoꝛedly frame a koʒme ok an act, ⁊ docomed 
the ſame as a generall lawe: they arent 
woꝛthy of any anſwer. Theſe ar to be cailed 
againe into the right way by an admonitiõ. 
Foꝛ it behoueth vs to kepe a diſterence be⸗ 
twene p cõmon & perſonal comaundemets, 
oꝛ p:ccepts of godlines, which only do touch 
one people, oꝛ one ma, The Debꝛewes were 
cũõmaunded to robbe the Egiptiãs. AbzahX 
by Gods comauudement maketh bim ſelfe 
ready to ſlape his ſonne, foz a ſacrificet in the 
moũte Moria. Theſe perſonal actes are not 
to be applied particularly, but onely gene⸗ 
rally: F oꝛ out of both theſe exaples we muſk 
learne obedience vnto God in thoſe thinges 
which he requireth of vs in his woꝛde. Allo 
in this treatiſe of thexãples of perſons, it is 
manifeſt, v the papiſtes eſpecially y makes 
haue daftgerouſly erred:whot their ſermõs 
baue laide befoze vs J know not what coun» 
terkait petie lainctes, æ haue fained them to 
haue liued al their life long ſo blameles, 5 
they neuer offeded no not in the leaſt thing. 
Such afained deſcripti5 of (pcrſo 05,maketh

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Ther koꝛe let vs take vnto vs true examples, 
and let vs leaue fapned examples fo the 
Poetes, whiche are not to be handled of thẽ 
whiche are called by ſaint Paule the Ste⸗ 


wardes of the miſteries of God. The ſacred ' 


ſcripture and the true hiſtozie doth miniſter 
examples ſufficiently: as of Abzaham, Job, 
of Joſeph , of Banaſles, of Pary Pagda⸗ 
lene,ofthe theeke which was couerted 1 K of 
ſuch like: ko out of ſuch as theſe ar, we may 
not onely teache the hearers true godlines, 
but alſo þ fo2me of liuing accozding to their 
_ Kkynve of calling. Therfoze the godly pꝛea⸗ 
cher mult remember to ſhewe kozthe exame 
ples pꝛofitable vnto godlines, and not thoſe 
whiche ſeeme to cauſe diſperation. Nowe it 
is time that we declare choſe thinges where 


ok wee baue ſpoken with a plapne example. | 


And becauſe none can be moe famouſe thẽ 
the example of Abzaham, J wil lap that be⸗ 
foze you to be examined. Paule ſapth, Abꝛa⸗ 
ham beleued God, and it was imputed to 


him fo2 rigbteoulnes. In this place Paule 


bzingeth fo2ty the example of Abzabam, e⸗ 
ſyectallyfo2 doctrines ſake, and from thẽce 
bꝛaweth foo2th not only the firme and ſure 
poctrine of rigbteouſues, but alſo dnn

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of faith : and fro thence doth ſhewe of what 
boliues of life che beleuing man ougbte to 
be. After this manner let vs learne, bythe 
{mmitatid of Paule to obſerue two thinges 
in examples to witte, the facte in it ſelte, and 
then the circumſtances of the perſone, and 
of the facte . The facte in it ſelke doch teache 
that true righteoufnes doth conſiſt of faith, 
in the pꝛomiſes of God. The cirtumſtances 
of the perlone, and of the facte, doe put vs 
in minde of many thinges. Firſt that Cire 
cumciſion ofneceſſitie is not required to iu⸗ 
ſification.: Fo2 Abzaham was tulfiffed be» 
foꝛe Circumciſion, but afterwards eircum- 
ciſion was added, as a ſeale of rigbteouſnes 
whiche is of faith. Secondly, the pꝛokeſſion 
of Abzaham, his lite befoze iuſtiſicatid, wit⸗ 
neſſeth p be wasreceiued of God, not fo2 his 
owne pꝛoper merites, oz wozkes going bes 
foꝛe, but by the onely goodnes of God. 
Thirdlip, in this example ot Abzaham is des 
clared that iuſtiſication of faith, pertaineth 
equally to all. Fo2 Abꝛabam was iuſtiſied 
befoze men were diſcerned by any outward 
wozkes. Out of this circumſtance the Bꝛo⸗ 
phets without doubt baue dꝛawen and fra« 
med their ſermons , of the callinge of the 
| Gentles. 
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Gentiles. Fourthly,that the ceremonies of 
Mopſes are not required of them that are 
to be iuftified : fo2 euen as Abzaham was 
tuſtified without them, ſo thep that ſhalbe 
iuſtiſied after his example, muſt not require 
them to the accompliſhement ok their iuſti⸗ 
ficatio. Fiftly, that righteouſnes doth come 
without the mozall lawe, and the wozkes 
caommaũded in the decaloge o2 two tables, 
fo if we be tuſkifted accoꝛding to Abꝛaham 
bis example, c he was iuſtiſied many yeares 
that is to ſap, 430. peares befoze the lawe* 
trulp it can not bee that righteouſnes is of 
the lawe. But if any ma ſhould obfecte chat 
the mozall lawe was from the beginning, # 
that Abꝛaham did not wante it, the anſwer 
is eaſpe: koꝛ no rewarde is due to wozkes 
without the couenaunt of God. Fo2 wozkes 
are not meritozious of their owne wozthp⸗ 
nes , but by the acceptation of God and by 
reaſon of the touenaunt: Therefoze the cõ⸗ 
cluſton of Paule abideth fixme and ſtedfaſt: 
Abꝛaham is iuſtifted by the fapth of pꝛomiſe 
befoze the couenaunt ok woozkes was pus 
bl:ſhed : to wytte, the man that dothe them 
(hall liue in them. WAherefoze he is tuſkified 
by kayth # not by wozkes . Dixtly, that tbe 
true

true and iuſtifieng fapth, is a certapne full 
aſſuraunce,whiche is not ſubdued by argue 
mẽtes of reaſon, but ſtedkaſtly beleneth that 
he whiche pꝛompſeth cannot lie. how ſoeuer 
the whole nature of thynges map ſeeme to 
rapne ſape it. And that kapth hath good 
wozkes , and obedience towar des God toys 
ned with it , and that nothing ought to bee 
eſtemed dearer to a Chziſtian man, then to 
be obedient to the will of God. And ſo the 
Pꝛopbetes, godly kynges, Apoſtles, and in 
like manner all godly men akter Abzaham, 
firſt by example haue learned the true waye 
of iuſkification , and after wardes by the cir⸗ 
cumſtaunces of the per ſone, and the facte, 
baue bene admoniſhed of moſte weyghtye 
things. Bp this meanes the godly pꝛeacher 
by the example of Paule, may applye other 
examples, both in them lelues and allo in 
the varietie ok circumſtaunces, and all ways 
in his application, he muſt remeber to haue 


a regarde to the pꝛopoꝛtion of fapth. 


Of that kynde of treatiſeof per- 
{ones wluche belong etli to de- 
monſtration. 


Tie 
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Hat kynde of creatiſe of perſons whiche 

belongeth vntodemonſtracis doth han⸗ 
dle the whole life, and aiſa euery parte of þ 
life ofanyperſone , and that in the lame oe 
der, as the places of perſones are rehearſed 
in the queſtions of Phtlip Melancton. Foz 
that oz0er is not only naturall but alſo pꝛo⸗ 
ficable to the ſpeaker and to the hearer. But 
firſt of al this is to be obſerued in this kinde 
of treatiſe of perſones, that thoſe members 
eſpecially are to bee adourned, and beaute⸗ 
fied,from whome theſe thꝛee aboue rebear⸗ 
ſed, doctrine, immitation, c admonitiõ may 
be taken. Foz Baule in the. xv. chapter to 
the Romaines , doth admoniſhe vs of this 
of application, when he ſapth : what ſocuer 
tbinges are wzitten,are wzittẽ fo2 our lear⸗ 
ning. cc. Therefoze ſuche members ought 
to be applied to the whole body of ÿ church 
whiche thing is done when wee tranſferre 
arigbt the particuler to the generall ſen⸗ 
tences: as ił᷑ the life of John Baptiſte, were 
to be handled after the manner of demons 
ſtration: to obſerue the naturall ozder,wee 
ſhould tntreate of his parentes, of his con- 
ception, ot bis natiuitie, of his education, ot 


bis vocation, ot his office , of the W 
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dk Chiifte, of his death and ok thoſe thinges 
that happened both about & after bis death. 
Ju the member of his parẽtes, theſe things 
are contained, that the continual pꝛapers of 
all godly are heard at the length , that the 
afflicted whiche beleut do obtapne comkoꝛte 
at the laſte, and that God dothe allowe the 
marriage of pꝛieſtes. In the member of his 
conception firſt the office of Aungels is ta 
be conſidered, that. they are the Embaſla» 
dours of God, e the miniſters of churche. 
Secondly , that God is myndefull of his 
p2omiſes,Thirdiy,thatthe power oz wozke 
of God is not hindzed bpnaturall impedi⸗ 
ment, that is to ſape, tbꝛougb barrenneſle x 
wante ok nature. Laſt of all, becauſe John 
as pet in his mothers wombe did acknowe⸗ 


ledge Chailte, it teacheth vs, that childzen 


are reteyued of God, and that God wyll be 
acknowledged # honoured of childzen . In 
the member of his natiuitie, thankefulnes 
towardes God, fo? his benefites receiued is 
commended,the mutuall office of the godly 
is ſhewed, that they ought to reioyce with 
them, on whom God poureth his bleſſing: # 
to conclude, that the godly ought to bzinge 
and offer their childꝛen vnto God. Againe 

bis 
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bis ſtraightnes of life Both commende vnto 
vs, not a monkiſhe oꝛ ſolitary Iyfe , but ſos 
bꝛietie and obedience vnto God. After all 
theſe things in his office, & in the circũſtaũ⸗ 
ces of his perlone, and office, not onely his 
doctrine, but alſo his conlolation, his conſtã 
tie in his office, his confeſſion, bis creſſe, and 
loue of the truth, with other innumerable 
vertues are ſet koꝛth vnto tbegodly Mis co» 
fo2t o conſolation, is in that he did ſhewe, oʒ 
point out w his finger our ſautour Chziſte: 
his conſtancie in that cõtemning the thzeat⸗ 
ninges of Herode and ofthe Phariſefs: hee 
taughtthe Goſpell without any feare: bis 
tonkeſſion, in that he confeſſed him ſelf to be 
the voyce of a crier in the wyldernes. Hig 
croſſe, in tbat accoꝛding to his vacation, bee 
did not onely wander abzoade without any 
tertapne manſton place: but alſo doubted 
not to ſuffer death. All theſe thinges which 
are ſo dꝛawen fozth of the ctrcumſtaunces 


of the perſons and ok his office, are firſt layd 


befoze godly miniſters of the woꝛde, fo? the 
cauſe of doctrine, of immitation, and of ads 
monitio,and afterwardes generally to the 
whole vniuerſall churche ,ſofarre fo2th as 
it belongeth to the common duties of gods 

lines. 
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lines. Foz perſonall factes are not to be ap» 
plied ſpeciallp, but gencrally,as J haue des 
clared befoze . There is another kynde of 
handling examples, to wytte, when the re⸗ 
ſpecte of ozder and of times is not had, but 
only certaſne bertues andvices are rehear⸗ 
ſed,and ſet foo2th at large, but this waye is 
to be referred, to that kynde of treatiſe of 
perſones, whiche belongeth vato example. 
And thus muche ſpoken of the two kyndes 
of the treatyſe of perſones, whereof the one 
belongeth to exaple, & the other to demon⸗ 
ſtration, ſhall ſuffice, Nowe the wanofd2av 
wyng foꝛth places, by whiche the exmnples 
are applied to the Churche, ſhalbe handled 
after warde, where as wee ſhall entreate of 
the finding out of the common places, In 
this place ſuſtiſeth to haue the methode, and 
in fewe examples to haue declared the vſe 
thereok.

He ſimple kynde ok teaching wbiche be⸗ 
longeth vnto thinges (that is to ſape) as 
they conmõly terme it, of ſimple places, is

This foʒme 
requireth a moze perfect wap of handling, 
and bath neede of greater wozkemanfhip. 
And albeit this methode p2operly colifteth 
of an expoſition euen as the compound doth 
of argumentation, pet the members ofthis 
kourme ſhalbe confirmed by argumcntatis, 
Therefoze the inſtrument of the pꝛeſent 


- fourme, is pꝛoperly expoſition : But argu⸗ 


mentation is added, to ſuppoꝛte and helpe 


the partes of expoſition. And furthermoze, 


this is to be obſerued, that in this fourme a 
tchꝛeetolde expoſition is wont to be added, to 
witte, a Diereticall, a Sintheticall, and 
an Analyticall, fo otherwpſe an other way

The Golpell is a doctrine reuealed from 
God, wherin deliueraunce fro ſinne,# from 
the curſe cf the lawe,# the wꝛath of God is 
pꝛeached & remiſſion of ſinnes, ſaluation, g 
life euerlaſting is pꝛoclamed, to al beleners 
in the ſonne of God foꝛ bis ſacriſice, that the 
goodnes and mercie of God towardes men 
might be pꝛeached, and that being deliuered 
by ÿ ſonne, they might declare foꝛth kruites 
wazthy of the Soſpell. Thus karre goech 
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the expoſition of the definition, whiche is to 
be reſolueb by reſolution into theſe pꝛopoſi⸗ 
tions, whercof the ſirſt is p the Goſpell is a 
doctrine reuealed fro God. The ſecond, that 
the Goſpell doth declare deliuerance front 
ſinne, fro the curſc of the lawe & the wzath 
of God. c.Thethu d, that it pꝛoclaimeth re 
miſſiõ of nnes, ſaluation, 2 lite euerlaſling. 
Tye fourth, that thoſe be neſites happen to 
them that beleue in Chꝛiſt. The fift that the 
foꝛce of the Goſpell doth reſt in the ſacrifice 
of Chꝛiſte. The ſixt, that out of the Goſpell 
God is tobe pꝛeached. The ſeuenth, that 
man oughte to ſhewe his thankefulnes to 
God, in godly liuing. Theſe pꝛopoſitions 
muſt be in oꝛder cõfſirmed. The reaſon ther⸗ 
foꝛe of the firſt pꝛopoſition doth follow, that 
the Goſpell is a doctrine reuealed fro God, 
Paule doth teache manikeſtlye calling the 
Goſpell a ſecret miſterie, frõ the beginning 
of the woꝛld. (T he confirmation)by whiche 
woꝛ des he teachetb openly, that tbe Goſpel 


dependeth not of mans reaſon, Fo if rea⸗ 


ſon by any meanes were able to knowe this 
doctrineof his own ſtrẽgth, it had not bene 
talled a ſecrete miſterie from the beginning 
of the wozlde. (The reaſon of the ſeconde 
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
